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Deputy in 
shops call 
to boost 
business 

THE deputy leader of Wal¬ 
sall Council has said that 
making Walsall more at¬ 
tractive to new businesses is 
a priority. 

His comments come after 
figures showed that the 
number of shops closing in 
Walsall is higher than new 
ones opening, a new report 
has revealed. 

Some 11 shops closed in 
the borough and only five 
opened during the first six 
months of this year. The fig¬ 
ures mirror the trend across 
the West Midlands where 
265 stores closed, but only 
198 opened - a net loss of 67 
shops. 

Officials say they hope it 
will receive a boost through 
the £21 million Old Square 
Shopping Centre revamp 
with fashion giant Primark 
and the Mid-Counties Co-op 
moving in, and the work 
on the new development 
reached the half way phase 
last month. 

Deputy council leader and 
regeneration chief Moham¬ 
mad Nazir said bringing in 
businesses was key for the 
Labour group, which took 
over control of the coun¬ 
cil in August. He added: “I 
really want there to be fo¬ 
cused work on this to make 
sure we can encourage busi¬ 
nesses to come to Walsall. 
We will work on assisting 
and supporting them if they 
choose to come here.” 

Standards of 
schools hope 

PLANS to improve strug¬ 
gling schools across Walsall 
following a damning Ofsted 
report will include better 
support for new headteach¬ 
ers and encouraging strong¬ 
er leadership. 

An action plan is being 
drawn up by the council 
after an inspection in the 
summer found that the 
number of children in inad¬ 
equate schools was too high. 

It includes improving 
the quality of teaching and 
children’s attendance by 
involving schools, parents 
and education services to 
increase learning ability. 


COLLAPSE ALERT 
OVER 16ft BANK 


THE safety of pedestrians and road 
users may be at risk from the col¬ 
lapse of a 16ft high embankment at 
a former car parts factory in Walsall. 

A new report has highlighted the dangers for 
members of the public at the old GKN Drive- 
line site, which is poised to become a business 
park but enforcement action is now being 
sought demanding work is stopped. 


A council report on the 
plans states that an earth 
embankment, up to 16ft 
high, has been created with¬ 
out planning permission on 
the boundary of Middlemore 
Lane West and an adjacent 
service road. 

It claims the safety of 
pedestrians and road users 
have been put at risk as a 
result. Walsall Council plan¬ 
ning chiefs are being asked 
to support action to issue an 
enforcement notice which 
will demand work to stop 
and a scheme to be submit¬ 
ted to the authority on how 
it will be reduced in size or 
removed. 

Prosecutions 

The earth embankment is 
on the north western corner 
of the site. It is several feet 
higher than the fence which 
separates it from the foot¬ 
path. As a precaution, high¬ 
way engineers have closed 
the path. If councillors 
give their backing today, 
the issue will have to be re¬ 
solved within six months of 
an enforcement notice com¬ 
ing into effect or prosecu¬ 
tions could be brought. 

In a report to this after¬ 
noon’s council planning 
committee, planning chief 
David Els worthy said: “The 
embankment presents an 
immediate risk in the view 
of the local planning au¬ 
thority to public safety with 
regard to the potential col¬ 
lapse of the bank.

“The works undertaken 
have not been supported 
by the submission of any 
evidence from a recognised 
civil engineer or other quali¬ 
fied person able to verify the 
stability of the bank and are 
likely to present a risk to 
users of adjacent property 
and the public highway.” 

The work to build the 
bank is also claimed to have 
harmed trees surrounding 
the site. 

Mr Elsworthy added: 
“The parking of vehicles 
atop of the embankment on 
the elevated plateau created 
through the unauthorised 
works has resulted in an un¬ 
safe form of parking provi¬ 
sion on land believed by the 
local planning authority to 
be unstable.” 

Concerns have also been 
raised the materials used to 
create the ‘earth bank’ may 
pose a risk to human health 
or the environment. 

The old GKN Driveline 
site housed more than 200 
workers before they were 
moved to a centre of excel¬ 
lence in Birmingham more 
than four years ago. 

Since then developers 
have moved onto the former 
factory site in Middlemore 
Lane West, Aldridge, to turn 
it into a thriving industrial 
estate after pledging to in¬ 
vest £4 million. 


Wendy hopes for runaway success

A WOMAN who underwent treatment 
for breast cancer is tackling her first 
half-marathon on Sunday. 

Mother-of-two Wendy Cole, who 
lives in Bloxwich, was diagnosed on 
Valentine’s Day in 2008 at the age 
of 47 and had to have a mastectomy. 
After being given the all-clear for now 
at her yearly check-up in February, 
the 53-year-old decided to push her¬ 
self to the limit and take on a 13-mile 
run to raise money for a breast cancer 
charity. 

She will be running the half mara¬ 
thon with four of her work colleagues 
and her daughter Samantha, aged 27. 

Mrs Cole, who works at an insur¬ 


ance brokers in Tamworth, said: “I 
was diagnosed with cancer on Val¬ 
entine’s Day six years ago. I had a cyst 
and I was sent to hospital. There they 
did some tests and found four different 
sized cancerous lumps. I had to have a 
mastectomy. Luckily I didn’t have to 
go through chemotherapy but I had 
radiotherapy.” 

At her final yearly check-up, doctors 
found no signs of any cancerous lumps 
and she now has to have a mammo¬ 
gram every three years. 

Mrs Cole took part in Race for Life 
at Walsall Arboretum in May and de¬ 
cided to sign up for the Bupa Great 
Birmingham Run on April Fools’ Day. 


She continued: “I sent a text mes¬ 
sage to my husband Stephen saying I 
had signed up and he thought I was 
winding him up. I’d never really done 
any running before I did Race for 
Life.” 

Mrs Cole and those running with 
her are raising money for Walsall 
Breast Care Support Group which is 
based at Bescot Stadium. Members 
meet twice a month and Mrs Cole is 
on the committee. So far the women 
have managed to raise £2,200 but hope 
to push the amount up to more than 
£2,500.

University 
to pay for 
retraining 
of nurses 

A UNIVERSITY is to fund 
up to 80 former nurses to 
complete a course in Walsall 
and return to the profes¬ 
sion. The Return to Nurs¬ 
ing Practice course at the 
Walsall campus of the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton 
enables qualified nurses to 
meet the requirements to 
re-register with the Nurs¬ 
ing and Midwifery Council 
(NMC). 

It would cost students 
£1,500 if they paid for it 
themselves. The drive is 
part of a national recruit¬ 
ment campaign to encour¬ 
age people back into the job 
and plug a chronic shortage. 

The NHS faces one of the 
worst crises in nursing staff 
levels in its 66-year history. 
Thousands of nurses are ur¬ 
gently needed in hospitals 
all over the country, with a 
rise in the number of nurses 
leaving the profession cited 
as key reasons for the short¬ 
fall. 

Health Education West 
Midlands (HEWM) and 
Health Education Eng¬ 
land (HEE) are providing 
funding for students on 
the course up to the end of 
March 2015, with additional 
financial support for travel, 
childcare and book costs. 

Course leader Jackie 
Mitchell said: “Providing 
a high standard of care is 
paramount, and this course 
enables nurses to regain 
confidence.”

NEW speed limit signs will 
be put up and road mark¬ 
ings painted in streets plag¬ 
ued by boy racers hitting 
speeds of more than 90mph. 

It follows years of cam¬ 
paigning by residents in 
Cavendish Road and St Ste¬ 
phenson Avenue in Beech- 
dale, Walsall. 

The work will be carried 
out later this month. Ward 
councillor Chris Jones said: 
“If these measures save one 
life or prevent one accident 
then all that hard work will 
have been worth it.” 
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Father tells of hole left by son's death 


THE family of Jamey Coleman have 
spoken of ‘the hole in their lives’ af¬ 
ter he was knocked down by a car 
and killed in Brownhills. 

The 24-year-old warehouseman, 
of Springhill Road, Brownhills, died 
from severe head injuries after he 
was hit by a Peugeot 206 on a pe¬ 
destrian crossing on the A5 Watling 
Street, on March 31 during a night 
out with friends. The driver Beth¬ 


any Ward from Great Wyrley gave 
‘no comment’ replies when called to 
give evidence at an inquest into his 
death on Monday. 

She is due to be sentenced at Wal¬ 
sall Magistrates Court today after 
admitting leaving the scene of an 
accident, failing to report the colli¬ 
sion and driving without a licence. 
Pc Stuart Thorpe said that fibres 
from Mr Coleman’s grey tracksuit 


matched those found on the car and 
that glass fragments on his clothes 
were ‘very likely’ to have come from 
the Peugeot. 

However there were no tyre skid 
marks or vehicle debris left on the 
road and the nearest speed camera 
was at Muckley Corner, 1.5 miles 
away. As a result the police were 
unable to estimate what speed 
Ward was doing at the time of the 


collision. Ward, manager of Ben 
& Jerry’s Restaurant in Nuneaton 
denied any knowledge of the colli¬ 
sion claiming she had hit a deer. She 
estimated her speed at between 50 
and 60mph at the time of the crash 
near The Parade at 3.20am. 

Gary Coleman, Jamey’s father, 
said: “His death has left a massive 
hole in the family that cannot be 
filled.”

NIP calls to 
make plans 
for victory 

ONE of Labour’s longest 
serving MPs has pleaded 
with his party not to settle 
for coalition with the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, following 
a Tory lead in the opinion 
polls. 

David Winnick said the 
party should be focused on 
winning an outright ma¬ 
jority at the next election. 
The 81-year-old - who is 
standing for another five- 
year term next May - first 
became an MP in 1966, rep¬ 
resenting Croydon South. 
He has represented Walsall 
North consistently since 
1979. 

He spoke out after La¬ 
bour veteran John Prescott 
criticised the party’s perfor¬ 
mance at its annual confer¬ 
ence, where the atmosphere 
was described as ‘flat’. “We 
need to win as broad a sup¬ 
port as possible and not 
work for a coalition,” Mr 
Winnick said. 

“I have thought from the 
start we have to work all out 
for a working majority and 
any question of coalition 
with the Liberal Democrats 
or anyone else does not arise 
now. It’s completely wrong 
to consider it.” 

Mr Winnick’s comments 
come as Labour came within 
a few hundred votes of los¬ 
ing a seat in Greater Man¬ 
chester to UKIP.

Matt Brown, business unit 
director for Hungry Horse, 


said: “We are very excited about 
this addition to Hungry Horse 
“Changing the name was not 
just to show that this is a fresh 
start for the pub but also be¬ 
cause being part of the local 
community is important to us.” 

Work inside the pub, which 
began a month ago, includes 
knocking through the old func¬ 
tion room to create a spacious 
open plan area offering a con¬ 


temporary look throughout and 
will include HD TVs, leather 
booth seating areas complete 
with their own TVs and a play 
area for children. 

The company says the pub 
will aim to offer ‘great value’ on 
its range of soft drinks, wines, 
lagers and real ales and on the 
Hungry Horse food menu, re¬ 
nowned for its sizeable Big Plate 
Specials. 


Hundreds in protest over 
fresh plan for apartments 


FRESH plans for a controversial residential 
development in an upmarket area of Walsall 
have sparked hundreds of objections. 

Councillors are being recommended to back the 
scheme, despite angry neighbours having added 
their signatures to a petition. A new application has 
been put forward for apartments in Woodside Close, 
Park Hall, despite six previous rejections by Walsall 


Council planners. 

There have been previous 
concerns about the location 
of a substation and appeals 
have also been dismissed by 
the planning inspectorate. 

A seventh application 
was not even considered by 
councillors in January last 
year after they decided it 
has not addressed issues. 

The fresh proposal for 
the 14 apartment scheme in 
three blocks has been sub¬ 
mitted to the council and is 
being recommended for ap¬ 
proval by planning officers. 

The existing buildings on 
the site, six one-bedroom 
flats and a two-storey house, 
would be demolished to 
make way for the properties. 

A report to the committee 
states the latest plan is dif¬ 
ferent from the most recent 
refusal due to the siting of 
the substation and moving 
the blocks closer together. 

However, a 287-name pe¬ 
tition has been collected in 
opposition to the scheme 
along with 41 letters of 
objection. These relate to 
the prominent location of 
a sub station, the building 
would be out of character 
and would lead to a loss of

privacy. Walsall South MP 
Valerie Vaz has also also 
objected. 

Paddock councillor Rose 
Martin has previously 
fought against plans for 
apartments. “Practically 
every single household in 
the area signed the peti¬ 
tion,” she said. “It is too 
high a density for the area, 
there is no amenity space 
and not enough parking. As 
far as the residents are con¬ 
cerned nothing has changed. 
They are extremely angry.” 

In his report, head of 
planning David Elsworthy 
says: “In response to the last 
appeal decision, the design 
of the substation now better 
relates to the proposed res¬ 
idential blocks, it no longer 
contrasts stridently with 
them, but its design is con¬ 
sidered to sit comfortably 
within the proposed devel¬ 
opment.” 

Despite concerns over 
the design of the residential 
blocks, planning appeals 
have found the size, scale 
and appearance would be 
consistent with the area. 


Nursery school plan due 

A NURSERY school in Walsall wants to expand to create 
more space for future pupils, under new plans. 

An extra modular block could be built at Alumwell Nurs¬ 
ery which is expected to create more part-time posts. 

The proposals for the site in Primley Avenue have been 
submitted to Walsall Council for consideration in the com¬ 
ing months. It will link with the existing nursery and it is 
anticipated up to eight new roles could be created.

Gallery named an 

IT has dominated the skyline for 
14 years - and now the New Art 
Gallery in Walsall has been includ¬ 
ed in a list of the 100 most under¬ 
rated buildings in the country. 

It features in a new exhibition 
in London that also includes Sel- 
fridges in Birmingham and Pres¬ 
ton Bus Station. 

The gallery has become famed 
among Walsall residents for its 
Art gallery manager Stephen Snoddy design which towers over nearby

buildings - but when it first opened 
there were worries that it was too 
modern. But organisers of the 
event argue it does not get enough 
credit nationally for its use of dif¬ 
ferent-shaped windows and the 
step-like design of the roofs shape. 

The Caruso St John architects 
firm came up with design after 
winning an international design 
competition. An image of the gal¬ 
lery features in the Royal Academy 


of Art’s exhibition ‘100 Buildings 
100 Years’. It looks at buildings 
that have ‘polarised opinion’ in 
‘the most architecturally diverse 
period in Britain’s history’. 

The display looks at one building 
for each year from 1914 to 2014 - 
picked by supporters of the Twen¬ 
tieth Century Society - which 
exists to safeguard the heritage of 
architecture and design in Britain 
from 1914 onwards. 


Eight ops cancelled as 
staff join picket line 


EIGHT operations had to be cancelled in 
Walsall when health staff went on strike in a 
row over pay. 

Scores of nurses, midwives and ambulance staff 
took part in the strike across the region on Mon¬ 
day. Around 100 workers set up a picket line outside 
Walsall Manor Hospital as a four-hour walkout took

Bosses say that the oper¬ 
ations cancelled, were non 
emergency and are being 
rearranged and added that 
patients were given advance 
notice. 

Great-grandmother Jo 
Westwood, aged 61, from 
Willenhall, who works in 
the children’s outpatients 
department at the Manor, 
said: “They are not paying 
us properly, we haven’t had 
a decent pay rise in four 
years. I know nurses that 
have got two or three jobs 
just to meet ends meet. 

“Electricity has gone up, 
gas has gone up, I can’t 
think of anything that has 
gone down. We will always 
go the extra mile to help. 
The Government is exploit¬ 
ing the goodwill.” 

Yasica Patel, 35, of Wal¬ 
sall, who is a rescue co-or¬ 
dinator for theatres at the 
hospital, said: “We are 
working for nothing in the 
NHS, we put the extra hours

in and they don’t pay us for 
the hours. This Government 
doesn’t seem to appreciate 
how hard we work.” 

Unison official Howard 
Mower said: “Enough is 
enough, we have drawn a 
line in the sand and we are 
taking action to fight for 
their pay and conditions. 
Workloads have increased 
for staff across the NHS, 
given thousands of hours in 
unpaid time every year. 

“All of them work their 
breaks and a lot of them 
work extra hours all out of 
goodwill. Morale is very low, 
staff feel under-valued, all 
they want to do is feel val¬ 
ued.” 

Richard Cattell, chief op¬ 
erating officer of Walsall 
NHS Healthcare Trust, 
said: “Arrangements were 
made to ensure all of our 
critical services remained 
fully operational therefore 
maintaining patient safety 
and wellbeing. We are 
pleased to say that for the 
most part the trust contin¬ 
ued to operate as normal.” 


Problems on traffic 

SPEEDING vehicles and cars clogging up the road in part 
of the Black Country could be a ‘lethal mix’ it has been 
claimed. The problem in Coltham Road, Willenhall, has 
been highlighted by residents and councillors. 

Councillor Ian Shires said he was raising the parking 
issue with Walsall Council. He said: “This coupled with the 
speed of some of the traffic on this road is a potentially 
lethal mix.” The public are being encouraged to give their 
views through his mycouncillor.org.uk page. 

Concerns have been raised previously about the lack of 
off-street parking across New Invention and Short Heath.

Hospital 
A&E wait 
times are 
off target 

MANOR Hospital has been 
fined £120,000 because pa¬ 
tients waiting in the A&E 
department have not been 
seen quickly enough. People 
turning up to the depart¬ 
ment this year have had to 
wait longer to be seen even 
though fewer patients have 
been going through the 
doors. 

The trust which runs the 
hospital has been told to pay 
the cash for failing to meet 
its four hour target between 
July and September this 
year. A total of 88 per cent 
of patients were seen within 
four hours or less during 
the three month period, al¬ 
though the national bench¬ 
mark is 95 per cent. 

During that time just 
over 22,500 patients were 
seen in A&E compared to 
23,183 in the same period 
in 2013 when 94.1 per cent 
of patients were seen inside 
the target. Bosses at the 
hospital have insisted they 
have been consistently busy 
but said there has been im¬ 
provement in the last few 
weeks. 

Salma Ali, accountable 
officer for Walsall Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group, 
which has imposed the fine, 
said: “These fines are re-in¬ 
vested in the health system 
to improve services for Wal¬ 
sall patients,” he added.

Group £200k short of bank collapse cash 


A HOUSING group that invested £2 mil¬ 
lion in a doomed Icelandic bank has still not 
received all of its money back - six years 
after it collapsed. 

Walsall’s former Caldmore Area Hous¬ 
ing Association which is now known as 
Caldmoreaccord is still £200,000 short of 
re-cooping its cash even though it has been 
trying to claw it back for four years. 

The group, which looks after more than 
7,200 homes, joined forces with other UK 
charities that had also invested in the col¬ 


lapsed Kaupthing Singer & Friedlander 
(KSF) bank in an attempt to get its money 
returned back in 2010. The £2m investment 
was due to mature in 2009. It launched 
legal action with other charities against the 
bank. 

At the time of the bank’s collapse, associ¬ 
ation bosses said there were sufficient cash 
reserves saved in its Royal Bank of Scotland 
account to keep it going. 

But the social landlord, which has offices 
in Caldmore Green, Caldmore, and in King 


Street, Darlaston and in Sandwell, has since 
merged operations with Accord Group to se¬ 
cure its future. Kaupthing ran into trouble 
six years ago after it invested in European 
retail groups, racking up debts of more than 
£3 billion, to help fund British deals. 

Other charities which had invested in the 
bank included the Cats Protection League. 

The social housing landlord has main¬ 
tained it was confident of getting back the 
money. In a statement Caldmoreaccord 
said: “We have no further update at this 


time but we continue to work closely with 
the bank’s liquidators to recover remaining 
outstanding balances.” 

The association went back into the black 
in 2011 after merging operations with West 
Bromwich based Accord to cope with the 
Icelandic banking crisis. 

Wyre Forest District Council which in¬ 
vested a total of £9m in Icelandic banks has 
reclaimed more than £6.7m. It had also in¬ 
vested in Kaupthing Singer & Friedlander, 
and the Heritable and Landsbank banks. 


Drugged up driver jailed 
after high speed chase 


A BANNED driver was strung out on hero¬ 
in when he smashed his car into a gate and 
lamp post after a high-speed police pursuit 
through the Black Country, a court heard. 

Artaf Hussain, from Tipton, was spotted by of¬ 
ficers in a patrol car, driving erratically on the Dud¬ 
ley Southern Bypass late on August 27 last year. 


Closure of 
road starts 
for rail bid 

A LEVEL crossing near the 
site where work on a re¬ 
placement rail bridge is to 
get under way will remain 
open during the project. 

Motorists in Bloxwich 
face four months of diver¬ 
sions and delays after work 
on a replacement rail bridge 
started on Monday. Work 
on the bridge in Central 
Drive will begin on October 
14 and is expected to last 
until February 20, 2015. 

The temporary road clo¬ 
sure is part of the replace¬ 
ment rail bridge project 
which will pave the way for 
the £30 million electrifica¬ 
tion of the line. The bridge 
needs to be raised to run the 
trains on the Chase Lane. 

It is one of four which 
needs such work with Broad 
Lane, Bloxwich, completed 
earlier this year and bridges 
at North Street and Park 
Street due to be increased 
in height in the future. 

The adjacent level cross¬ 
ing at Reeves Street will re¬ 
main open throughout. 

Jobs boost bid 

A BUSINESS in Willenhall, 
Powertrain, is looking to ex¬ 
pand by building new prem¬ 
ises, creating around a doz¬ 
en jobs, under plans. Bosses 
hope to create 12 new jobs. 


Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told that when 
police put on their sirens 
the 28-year-old failed to 
stop and sped off towards 
Netherton. Hussain reached 
speeds of up to 60mph and 
repeatedly flashed his lights 
on and off. 

The court was told that 
after passing the Peartree 
Lane roundabout he con¬ 
tinued down Cinder Bank, 
swerving across the road be¬ 
fore turning onto The Sling.

Mr Brett Wilson, defend¬ 
ing, told the court that Hus¬ 
sain’s behaviour had been 
affected by the fact that he 
was smoking heroin before 
the incident. 

He said: “The underlying 
feature of this offence is his 
addiction to drugs. Since he 
has been remanded in cus¬ 
tody he has sobered up with 
the assistance of Subutex 
and no longer suffers the 
withdrawal symptoms from 
heroin.” 

Hussain, of Slater Street, 
Tipton, was jailed for 14 
months and banned from 
driving for two years. He 
had previously denied dan¬ 
gerous driving and driving 
while disqualified. He was 
found guilty after a trial on 
August 1.

SOME of you may recall that a 
few weeks ago, I wrote about a 
mysterious company calling it¬ 
self Access 2 Justice bugging 
me with unsolicited phone calls 
telling me I was entitled for com¬ 
pensation for injuries I did not 
receive in a car accident. 

Despite my repeated plead¬ 
ings that the only injury sus¬ 
tained in the collision was to the 
number plate, plus a bit of light 
bumper scuffing, the company, 
not to be confused with the rep¬ 
utable Access 2 Justice Founda¬ 
tion, has continued to bombard 
me with endless calls. 

During the latest call from the 
elusive company, which does 
not have a website or any other 
visible means of contact, I asked 
if I could have an address so that 
I could write them a letter.

Sister act helping 
Felicity to develop 


HELEN BROWN looks at 
how a set of twins’ unique 
bond is helping a little girl 
deal with cerebral palsy 

LIKE most twins Felicity Wil¬ 
liams and her sister Tiffany are 
close. But the four-year-olds 
share more than most. 

Felicity has cerebral palsy but has 
learned to cope with the difficulties 
thrown at her thanks to her sister - 
who she has copied to learn how to 
walk, talk and play. 

The twins’ proud mum and dad, Gary, 
aged 28, and Hayley, 27, from Walsall be¬ 
lieve that it’s thanks to the girls’ special 
bond that Felicity has developed so well. 

Hayley said: “We’re so proud of our 
girls. Felicity has been able to watch 
her sister reach lots of milestones, and 
through copying has been able to reach 
them, too. 

“Tiffany has shown her sister how to 
roll over and sit up, and even walk. When 
Felicity began to speak, she was saying 
words that she’d heard her sister say. 
Even now, as the girls learn to read, Tif¬ 
fany will help Felicity sound out words.” 

The couple first noticed Tiffany’s huge 
influence on her twin sister when the 
girls were learning to walk. 

Worry 

Hayley said: “We were starting to 
worry as Felicity had got to 18 months 
old and she still wasn’t walking - the cer¬ 
ebral palsy has really affected her right 
leg so it was a concern. 

“A physiotherapist came to the house 
to try and teach her some exercises to 
help her walk, but she just wasn’t get¬ 
ting it. But then all of a sudden Tiffany 
stood up next to Felicity and showed her 
what to do. Felicity copied her sister im¬ 
mediately, and before we knew it she had 
learned to walk.”

She added: “It was amazing - even 
the therapists agree that watching 
and copying her sister has had a huge 
impact on her. We’d already started 
to wonder if Felicity was looking to 
Tiffany to teach her things, but this 
proved it for us.” 

Since then, Felicity has continued to 
copy her sister, and has continued to 
progress well. Hayley said: “Felicity is 
a little behind other children her age, 
but copying her sister has helped her 
develop. 

“Felicity used to be nervous about 


walking on grass -as she was a little 
unstable already with her leg she didn’t 
really like it, but Tiffany would hold her 
hand and show her what to do, and now 
she’s fine with it. 

“Felicity has learned how to use felt 
tips and do jigsaws because Tiffany does 
them all the time, and will show her 
how they work. Even when they were 
learning to talk, Felicity would repeat 
her sister. Tiffany would ask us for a 
drink, and then before we knew it so 
would Felicity - it’s really been incred¬ 
ible.” 


The twins were born two and a half 
months early in February 2010. 

Hayley added: “We have always be¬ 
lieved in Felicity and we know she’ll do 
well, but Tiffany has made a huge dif¬ 
ference to her. 

“They certainly have that twin thing 
going on - they’re soul mates.” 

She went on to say: “From day one 
Tiffany has been a source of help and 
encouragement to her sister - she’s like 
a little mother hen.” 

She added: “Felicity is doing better 
and better each day, and she’s achiev¬ 
ing so much. We think that Tiffany has 
grown into a very compassionate child 

- whenever a child in her class is upset 
she’ll always be the one to help. 

“They’ve recently started dance 
classes together and they love it.” 

The girls’ dad, Gary, said: “After in¬ 
itial breathing problems, Tiffany was 
doing really well, whilst Felicity de¬ 
veloped a very serious bowel condition 
called neonatal necrotising enterocolitis 

- her bowel had started to die and it was 
spreading to her other intestines. We 
didn’t know if she was going to make it, 
but luckily they were able to operate and 
save her life. 

“After the operation they gave Felicity 
a brain scan and they noticed she had 
dark spots on her white brain matter. 

“We had no idea what this meant but 
the doctors explained she’d developed 
periventricular leukomalacia - a form of 
brain damage that can lead to cerebral 
palsy. We think she may have developed 
it due to the stress and trauma of her 
birth and operations but we’ll never 
know 100 per cent. 

“It was horrible to learn that Felicity 
had this, but each day she slowly got bet¬ 
ter, and six months later she was finally 
discharged. It was a huge relief.” 

Gary now aims to compete in the Lon¬ 
don Marathon next year in aid of Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s hospital.

NEITHER Labour or the Tories 
want to approach the next elec¬ 
tion thinking about a coalition. 
The problem is, with the opinion 
polls still so close after the party 
conference season, they don’t 
really have a choice. 

The Conservatives finally got 
themselves a lead for the first 
time in two years. But it’s hard¬ 
ly a done deal. For all their at¬ 
tempts to portray Ed Miliband 
as another Michael Foot, his 
conference speech was not the 
second longest suicide note in 
history. 

He forgot to mention the econ¬ 
omy and immigration, and that’s 
bad. Even so, what the Tories 
gained was a lead of only a cou¬ 
ple of points, despite their own 
policies and announcements be¬ 
ing generally well received. 

David Winnick has been an MP 
for a very long time. And now the 
member for Walsall North wants 
his party colleagues to put out of 
their minds any prospect of hav¬ 
ing to cosy up to anyone else. 
He may be pushing for a majority 
but the question has arisen now 
as it did four years ago. 

Some people who voted Lib¬ 
eral Democrat might have done 
so believing there was a chance 
they would form a coalition with 
one of the others. Many didn’t. 

Now, the party’s dwindling 
number of supporters are left in 
no doubt that Nick Clegg is tid¬ 
ing to stay in government with 
one or other of the two bigger 
parties. 

And just as many Lib Dems 
didn’t vote for the Tories, neither 
did Conservative voters put their 
X in the box expecting to have 
a party they didn’t back taking 
some of the key roles. 

The next election will see 
the parties have to campaign 
against each other but not do 
so with such bad blood left be¬ 
tween them that they burn their 
bridges. So it is an important 
and perfectly reasonable set of 
questions for voters to be ask¬ 
ing of their MPs and candidates: 
Who could you work with? 

Have party leaders on both 
sides of the Atlantic painted 
themselves into a corner when it 
comes to tackling Islamic State? 

Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden questions 
what may happen by ruling out 
‘boots on the ground’ the way 
they have done. He wrote: “Is 
war weariness pushing the West 
back into an unwitting adoption 
of the Vietnam doctrine of es¬ 
calation by degree rather than 
using overwhelming force which 
replaced it? 

“For our leaders haunted by 
the recent experience of Iraq 
and Afghanistan it is worth re¬ 
membering, the past did not be¬ 
gin in 2003.” 

The difficulty is it’s not that 
long since British forces left Iraq. 
And they’re only now leaving 
Afghanistan after 13 troubled 
years. It doesn’t make it right to 
hold off on saving people from 
modern-day barbarians. But it 
does make it all the more diffi¬ 
cult to take the country with you.

THE Archbishop of Birmingham Bernard Longley began 
the latest deanery visitations by visiting St Mary of the 
Angels parish in Walsall.

Shooting star Ryan is 
aiming for gold medal 


HE has shown unbelievable 
courage in the face of ad¬ 
versity - and seven years on 
from an accident that left him 
paralysed, target shooter 
Ryan Cockbill is setting his 
sights on Paralympic gold in 
Brazil. 

The 23-year-old from Great 
Barr came 17th and 21st in two 
events at the London Paralympic 
Games and, thanks to the support 
of his family and the public, he is 
training to go one better in Rio de 
Janeiro in 2016. 

Last week, the former Aldridge 
School pupil’s mother Karen launched 
a £3,000 fundraiser for a new German 
Navy rifle to suit his disability, while 
also forging ahead with the sale of her 
and ex-husband Andrew’s home. 

The family will move into a new 
home in Aldridge, along with his 
grandmother Sheila Lever, who is sell¬ 
ing her home to join them. 

Meanwhile, Ryan is training three 
to four times a week at Aldersley 
Sports Village in Wolverhampton, 
while also joining up with his GB col¬ 
leagues several times a month at Stoke

Mandeville in Aylesbury. He hopes to 
improve in time for the season restart 
in January and then aims to be picked 
for the Paralympic games squad for 
the competition in two years. 

He said: “I’m always going to be 
aiming for the top, whether that be 
getting as fit as I can or going for gold 
in Rio - my injury changed my out¬ 
look on life, I try and do my best at 
everything now. After what happened 
and the injuries I suffered, I have even 
surprised myself a bit on what I have 
done since.” 

Ryan suffered a compression frac¬ 


ture of his spine - leaving him para¬ 
lysed from the chest down after he 
jumped into a pool at a friend’s house 
in 2006. 

He picked up shooting during a 
sports day organised while he was in 
hospital. Ryan’s mother’s fundrais¬ 
ing appeal is for an Anschutz German 
rifle, which costs £3,000. Mrs Cock¬ 
bill, aged 51, hopes to raise the cash 
through some upcoming events and 
donations. The housing association 
worker and ex-husband Mr Cockbill, 
54, are selling their home to raise cash 
for their son’s Paralympic training.

Her son, Martin, then 26, was also 
diagnosed with testicular cancer while 
she was going through treatment and 
sadly while they were both recovering, 
her mother Kathleen Vernon, was di¬ 
agnosed with womb cancer and died 
in 2010. A year later, Sally’s brother, 
Graham, developed prostate cancer. 

Sally, who lives in Walsall, is now 
enjoying her eighth year in remis¬ 
sion after being treated with surgery 
followed by chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy. Martin also survived and has 
given her two grandchildren, and her 
brother is well enough to enjoy the 
occasional round of golf. Sally said: 
“If it weren’t for research Martin, my 
brother and I wouldn’t be here. Every 
time I sit on my bench it will bring a 
smile to my face as I remember how 
lucky we all are to be alive.” 

Bloxwich Park has special signif¬ 
icance for Sally because she says the 
beauty of the location gave her hope 


when life seemed grim. She continued: 
“I’m delighted this wonderful bench in 
my favourite park has been dedicated 
to me. When life seemed unfair during 
my treatment I used to come here to 
walk the dog and look at the flowers, 
and it used to give me hope.” 

Jane Redman, Cancer Research 
UK’s spokesperson for the West Mid¬ 
lands, added: “We are used to seeing 
benches dedicated to people who have 
passed away so we hope this unusual 


inscription will encourage people to 
think and reflect on the incredible 
progress that’s been made in the last 
40 years.” 

A joint fundraising campaign from 
Cancer Research UK and Channel 4, 
Stand Up To Cancer is raising money 
to fund vital research to get better 
treatments to cancer patients faster. It 
will culminate in a live TV fundraiser 
on Channel 4 at 7.30pm tomorrow, 
hosted by Davina McCall.

Brave Renee-Mai gets 
Pride of Britain award

RENEE-MAI Bolter was just 
seven when she was subject¬ 
ed to a terrifying hostage or¬ 
deal at her family home. 

She was violently attacked when 
held captive with her mother and 
baby sister for eight hours by an 
odd job man. 

But the bright youngster’s quick 
thinking and calm actions saved 
her family - and last week millions 
watched her pick up a Pride of Britain 
award. She was presented with the 
Child of Courage award by X Factor 
judges Simon Cowell, Cheryl Fernan- 
dez-Versini, Louis Walsh and present¬ 
ers Dermot O’Leary and Sarah-Jane 
Crawford. 

Mother Katie Bolter, now 29, was 
at home with her two daughters when 
54-year-old Leonard Brown turned up. 

He had previously done odd jobs for 
the family but had developed an obses¬ 
sion with the mother. He was angry 
to see other workers there and when 
they left, Brown went to the garden 
shed, picked up a can of petrol and 
brought it into the house, threatening 
to kill them all. Screaming at them, Mr 
Brown then 54, put his knee across 
Katie’s chest as she sat on a sofa with 
her two children. He then began to hit 
her across her head and upper body. 

Renee-Mai tried to shield her mother 
from the attack but Mr Brown then 
punched the youngster in the face. 

Katie recalled: “I was trying to stop 
him but he was just attacking me, I 
was terrified - not only for myself, but 
for my children too. Renee-Mai was so 
brave in confronting him.” 

The situation then took another 
horrifying turn as their attacker saw 
eight-month-old Lexi on the sofa and 
lunged at her. Renee-Mai threw her¬ 
self in the way, shielding her little sis¬ 
ter and facing a second round of blows. 


Renee-Mai said: “I was very frightened 
but I knew that I had to be brave and 
protect my baby sister.” 

The brave Yew Tree Primary School 
pupil spotted her mother’s mobile 
phone and was calm enough to hide it 
under her clothes. 

The three were then forced upstairs 
into Katie’s bedroom and held hostage 
for the night with Mr Brown threaten¬ 
ing to kill them if they tried to escape. 

Renee-Mai remained calm and when 
at 6am Mr Brown went to the toilet, 
she pulled out the phone and gave it to 
her mother and the police were called. 
Their attacker was arrested and jailed 


for 14 years in December 2012. Renee- 
Mai, now 10, said: “I was scared and 
it has given me nightmares, but I am 
feeling better now and I’m proud to 
have helped save my mum and Lexi.” 

The youngster joined a host of re¬ 
markable youngsters at the awards 
ceremony at the Grosvenor House 
Hotel in London. 

Simon Cowell said: “The only thing 
that annoys me is that the guy who 
did this only got 14 years - if it were 
me I’d triple the sentence. When you 
think of what the consequences could 
have been, it’s disgusting. But she’s 
come through on the other side.”

Sir Richard tells of Tory party 
conference horror 30 years on

BROWNHILLS MP Sir Richard Shepherd has been remember¬ 
ing one of the darkest moments in Conservatives’ history as 
the Brighton Bombing atrocity marked its 30th anniversary. 

Margaret Thatcher, called the attack ‘an inhuman, undiscriminating 
attempt to massacre innocent, unsuspecting men and women’, after it 
claimed the life of five people and injured 31 more. The wife of then cab¬ 
inet minister Norman Tebbit, was left confined to a wheelchair. 

IRA bomber Patrick Magee planted 
a device at the Grand Hotel in Brighton 
where the Conservative Party confer¬ 
ence was being held and Mrs Thatcher 
and her cabinet had been staying as 
they gathered to set out their plans for 
the coming year. 

He had checked into Room 629 under 
the alias ‘Roy Walsh’ and concealed 
between 20 and 30 pounds of high ex¬ 
plosives beneath the bath. He used the 
timer from a TV video recorder. The 
bomb went off at 2.54am. Part of the 
building collapsed into the basement. 

Firefighters said the Victorian hotel 
had been built well, saving many lives. 

Sir Richard had been commuting be¬ 
tween the conference and London and 
was not at the Grand on the night of 
the bomb. He said: “The next day we 
could not get near it. The police cordon 
was very tight. Everyone was in a state 
of shock and yet the conference went 
on, business as usual. I think it was just 
the British thing to do.” The MP, who 
has represented the constituency since 
1979, added: “It changed people’s lives. 

Norman Tebbit still looks after his wife, 

Margaret.” 

Of the attack, Mrs Thatcher said: “It 
was an attempt not only to disrupt and 
terminate our conference; it was an 
attempt to cripple Her Majesty’s dem-

ocratically elected Government.” And 
then it was on with the agenda - dena¬ 
tionalisation, coal, the nuclear deter¬ 
rent, the economy and more. “That was 
just how we did it,” said Sir Richard. 
“Something very bad happened. But we 
carried on.” 

Patrick Magee was caught and con¬ 
victed of five counts of murder. He was 
handed eight life sentences. But he was 
released after 14 years under the Good 
Friday Agreement.

AN old soldier who joined the 
parachute regiment for ‘a bit 
of a laugh’ recalled landing 
behind enemy lines in the 
Second World War at a party 
to celebrate his 90th birthday.

Arnie Hutchinson talked about 
his experiences in the Battle of 
the Bulge and Operation Varsity 
at a celebration in his honour at 
Short Heath Royal British Legion 
in Willenhall. 

The event 
was organise 
by the Wol¬ 
verhampton 
branch of the 
Parachute Reg¬ 
imental Associ¬ 
ation. 

Arnie, a re¬ 
tired account¬ 
ant who lives 
in Walton- 
on-the-Hill, 
Stafford, is the 11th member of the as¬ 
sociation to reach the milestone, with 
the oldest due to turn 97 this year. 

Branch secretary Don Taylor said 
Arnie was one of the liveliest members 
of the branch and played an important 
role as treasurer. 

“He’s always very friendly, and for 
his age he’s absolutely wonderful. He 
travels all over the place by bus,” he 
said. 

Also at the party in Willenhall, was 
Stephen Lancaster, who travelled from 
Rochdale. His later father Eric had 
served with Arnie during the war. 

Arnie, a grandfather of four, is a 
member of Stafford Bowling Club and 
the Phoenix Club for the elderly. He 
regularly attends Berkswich Method¬ 
ist Church in Stafford. 

He said: “I volunteered for the par¬ 
achute regiment because I thought it

would be a bit of a laugh. I thought 
it would be quite fun, jumping out of 
planes.” 

Within months of joining the 7th 
Parachute Battalion, he was called 
into action in the Battle of the Bulge, 
an operation to repel a German attack 
in the dense forests of the Ardennes in 
Belgium. 

“By the time we got there the Amer¬ 
icans had more or less done the job, 
we just suffered the awfulness and the 
cold,” said the former Lance Corporal. 

A few weeks later, he took part in 
Operation Varsity, a joint airborne op¬ 
eration between British and US forces 
to cross the River Rhine and land be¬ 
hind enemy lines at Wesel, northern 
Germany. “I was terrified,” he said, 


recalling the jump on March 24, 1945. 
“On the way over, the plane next to 
us was shot down, and I thought ‘that 
could have been us’.” 

Shortly after VE Day, Arnie re¬ 
turned to Britain, before being sent to 
India. The Japanese surrender on Sep¬ 
tember 2 meant a planned airborne in¬ 
vasion of Singapore never went ahead, 
but he was stationed in the Far East 
until 1946. In Singapore he met Chi¬ 
nese medical student Seinie, who he 
married in 1947. 

Seinie died in 2009, and the couple 
had three children: Stephen, aged 65, 
a retired airline reservation manager, 
Roderic, 54, who works as a doctor in 
Doncaster, and Sandra Barton, 54, an 
army doctor.

Secret history of waterways is 
brought to life by canals expert 


AS the industrial revolution took 
hold in the 18th century, canals 
spawned a radical new transport 
that became the arteries of the 
national economy. 

Now, hundreds of years later, after 
being rescued from decline and ne¬ 
glect, the region’s network is experi¬ 
encing a rejuvenation as a place of lei¬ 
sure and recreation. 

In his new book called Waterways of the 
West Midlands, Robert Davies, formerly of 
Tipton, delves into the unexplored history 
surrounding the great West Midland canal 
network. 

Through interviews with some of the 
last great boatmen, he reveals a new in¬ 
sight into its fascinating history including 
intriguing places and people. The 60-year- 
old’s interest in the inland waterways was 
first sparked 20 years ago when, after being 
off work ill, he learned about the early years 
of the canals from a friend. 

Growing up in Tipton, he says he ‘could

not miss’ the canals and had always been a 
familiar element of life in the Black Coun¬ 
try. “The West Midlands has made and 
continues to make a huge contribution to 
the story of the inland waterways of Great 
Britain,” he said. 

“Yes, the Birmingham Canal Navigations 
(BCN) has lost some of its original water¬ 
ways, and that is a sad fact, but it is still 
an amazing place to visit, and its history is 
rich and varied. 

“Add that to the other great associated 
waterways - the Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire; the Worcester and Birmingham; 
the Trent and Mersey; and of course, the 
River Severn, and you have enough water¬ 
ways to spend a lifetime exploring.” 

The book starts off looking at the Stour- 
port and its origin as a canal town. “Stour- 
port is my first choice because, in 1772, that 
is where James Brindley placed the termi¬ 


nus of his Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
(S&W) Canal; and what a treasure that 
town has been for more than 200 years,” 
he said. 

Mr Davies also looks at some canal pio¬ 
neers as he traces the reasons for their cre¬ 
ation. “Historical figures are an essential 
part of this book, and such noteworthies as 
Boulton and Watt, John Corbett, and Jo- 
siah Wedgwood add to the tale of how the 
canals came to be and how useful they were 
to the 18th and 19th-century industrialists 
and entrepreneurs,” he said. 

“Of course, contrasted with these wor¬ 
thies are the ordinary working boatmen, 
and I have been fortunate to be able to get 
the life stories of two to add to our under¬ 
standing of the last few decades of the in¬ 
dustrial canal. 

“At a horseboating demonstration at a 
recent boating rally, a young lady volunteer 
was heard to say, ‘That doesn’t look safe. 
I don’t think the canals were designed for 
horses’, prompting older ones to quickly 
put her right: that indeed the canals, and 
especially the towpath were designed for 


horses, just as much as they were made for 
narrowboats.” 

Mr Davies estimates that around 15,000 
horses, mules or donkeys were pulling boats 
on the canals during their heyday. 

The book looks at the links between the 
Stourbridge canal and the glass industry, 
as well as the industry on the Walsall ca¬ 
nals where a man named Jack Haddock 
captured some of its last working days in 
photograph. 

In the book, Mr Haddock explains: “My 
first recollections of Walsall were of a view 
from the balcony of a Corporation tramcar, 
as it rose over the steep hump of narrow 
canal bridge en route to Bloxwich. As you 
approached the bridge, there was the ma¬ 
jestic sight of Pratt’s Flour Mill with its im¬ 
posing height and numerous small windows 
covered in flour dust.” 

Mr Davies describes himself as a part- 
time author and full-time canal enthusi¬ 
ast. This is his fourth book published by 
The History Press, his previous including 
Boats, Smoke, Steam and Folk and Mid¬ 
lands Canal Carriers. The book is £14.99.

Mr Pickering, who taught comedian Ken Dodd to 
swim and worked at the former Bloxwich Baths for 
35 years, died in August at the age of 93. 


Walsall’s Mayor Pete 
Smith called for Mr Pick¬ 
ering to be honoured at the 
newly proposed Bloxwich 
Leisure Centre. 

Work on the new facility 
is due to start in the com¬ 
ing months. The centre is 
poised to include a main 
six-lane pool, a four-court 
sports hall, spa and two 
squash courts. Councillor 
Smith said he wants the 
swimming pool to be called 
the Bill Pickering Pool. 

He said: “Bill Pickering, 
who recently and sadly died, 
was a local legend, with a 
long association with Wal¬ 
sall and Bloxwich Baths in 
particular and famous for 
his record breaking swim 
across the Channel in 1955 
by which he put Walsall well 
and truly on the map. 

“All these years later he 
is still well-remembered. It 
would be apt for the new¬ 
ly-planned Bloxwich Lei¬ 
sure Centre to have its main 
swimming pool named in 
honour of Bill Pickering and 
I am calling on the people of 
Walsall to support this call.”

Originally from Derby¬ 
shire, Mr Pickering came to 
Bloxwich in the early 1950s. 
It was in August 1955 that 
he created a world record 
for the 21-mile channel 
crossing of 14 hours and six 
minutes. 

He had beaten the record 
of Florence Chadwick, the 
American who became the 
first woman to cross the 
Channel in both directions. 
But she won it back barely 
six weeks later, beating Mr 
Pickering’s record by 11 
minutes. 

Among his friends were 
the TV and stage comedian 
Ken Dodd. He taught the 
Squire of Knotty Ash to 
swim at Canley in Coventry 
and at Bournemouth and 
they were friends ever since. 

Mr Pickering returned to 
Overseal, near Swadlincote 
in Derbyshire, for his latter 
days with wife Clarrie, who 
was by his side for more 
than 70 years.

Gang held

New engine 
makes V40 
even more 
tempting buy

Volvo continues to disentangle itself from a 
former owner with the introduction of new, 
more powerful and economical engines to 
its biggest selling range, the V40 hatchback. 

For years Volvo was the prestigious, Swedish out¬ 
post of the Ford empire and, naturally, used Ford en¬ 
gines. Indeed a lot of other Ford bits too, in places 
where a buyer wouldn’t see them, or care. 

Now owned by Chinese company Geely, but with the 
same sensible, practical approach to all things mechanical 
that marks out Scandanavian design the world over, comes 
a set of new petrol and (much more important in the UK), 
diesel power units. 

We’re already the biggest buyers of the V40 line up in 
the world, with most UK sales going to company car users, 
and the extra tailpipe cleanliness of the latest diesel will only 
make the V40 an even more tempting buy, with lower pull 
on the monthly pay cheque. 

Within the next 18 months every new Volvo will have 
an engine designed and built in-house. The new motors, 
called Drive-E, share enough design features to make them 
easier to build and mean a whole clutter of other designs 
can soon be ditched. 

It’s a change for the good, with the diesel putting out a 
class leading 190 horsepower and emitting few enough tail¬ 
pipe nasties to qualify for zero road tax. 

Positive 

Against some seriously impressive opposition (think 
VW Golf, BMW 1 Series, Mercedes-Benz A-Class), the V40 
impresses with its quietness, even from the cold start that 
usually has a diesel sounding like pebbles rattling round an 
empty oil drum. 

It pulls well too, helped by a pleasantly positive gearch¬ 
ange and light clutch and recedes into a barely audible 
hum at a motorway cruise, where a lot of V40s are going to 
spend a lot of their working lives. 

A mildly spirited drive showed an encouraging 54mpg 
on the nicely readable dashboard, where everything works 
the way you think it ought, in a very ordered Swedish way. 
You wouldn’t believe how complex some car makers (think 
Japanese, often) can make the business of working a but¬ 
ton or two. 

The SE spec car seen here rode well on 17inch wheels, 
in contrast to the larger, fancier looking 18inch alloys on an 
automatic R-Design V40 tried later, which was not nearly as 
impressive. 

That car’s new eight-speed auto ‘box took the toil out of 
traffic queues and changed with an imperceptible slur of 
revs and will be the perfect companion for citybound users. 
It showed 42mpg on test, still a decent result and worth the 
£1,550 asking price. 

The latest V40 range starts at £18,995 but you suspect a 
lot of sales will centre on the well equipped, diesel engined 
SE Nav trim model, costing £25,770 before raiding an op¬ 
tions list that tempts as much as any German prestige car 
makers range. 

Every V40 has a pedestrian airbag hidden under the bon¬ 
net (a world first) and the range is the safest car ever tested 
by the respected EuroNCAP organisation. Very Swedish, 
that.
